Yearling bull found mutilated near Green Ridge

GREEN RIDGE — The first confirmed case of cattle 
mutilation in Pettis County was discovered bout 4 p.m. Monday 
on the Julian H. Bagby farm, located east of here. 
W. C. Askew, 1309 West Third, Sedalia, manager of the farm, 
said the animal was found by Kevin Eilk, a herdsman, in an 
open field located about 1 Vz miles from here by road. 
The yearling Simmental bull, an exotic breed, found on the 
Bagby farm was last seen by Eilk on Thursday. Eilk said he had 
driven through the field that day and checked on the bull and 
nine others kept in that field. 


On Monday, Eilk said, the only vehicle tracks found in the 
field were the ones he left in the field Thursday. There were no 
footprints or signs on the ground of a struggle by the animal, 
Eilk noted. 
The bull’s sex oigan had been removed and was the only 
evident sign of mutilation. Sheriff Emmett Fairfax and Askew 
both said it is assumed the bull was killed by a large tranquilizer 
dose, however the exact cause of death is not known. 
The animal was bloated when found, indicating death had 
occurred possibly two days before it was discovered. 
Eilk said he thought the animal was killed Saturday night or 
early Sunday morning, due to the condition of the carcass when 
he found it. 


There were no signs of blo<^ on the wound or in the adjacent 
hide or on the ground, Askew and Eilk said, agreeing that they 
felt someone with a certain degree of skill made the incision. 
The circular cut was almost perfectly round, with no jagged 
edges. The hair from the organ s sheath had been clipped away 
and was lying on the ground by the bull’s stomach. 
Askew said he assumed the blood was drained from the 
animal, since there was no sign of blood on the ground or the 
animal. No autopsy was performed by a veterinarian, Askew 
said, because of the condition of the carcass. 
The bull would have been 13 months old Tuesday and would 
have been registered soon due to its breeding. Askew said. It 
was three-fourths Simmental, he added, and it and the other 


nine in the field had been judged by a Show-Me area cattle 
specialist with the University of Missouri as the most promising 
in the herd of that age group No value was placed on the animal 
by Askew. 
“ We have to say it is probably connected’’ to other cattle 
mutilation reports in the state, Fairfax said of the case. 
Another report was received by Fairfax Sunday from A1 
Futscher, who found an apparently mutilated heifer’Sunday on 
his farm on South Grand. 


According to reports, the animal’s left ear and horn were

WASHINGTON (AP) — On a quest for 
American weapons, Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat discussed economics and 
,military aid with President Ford today 
in their second meeting in as many 
days. A spokesman for Ford described 
the discussion as smooth, open and 
friendly. 
But the spokesman, White House 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen, said Ford 
deeply regrets New York Mayor Abra­ 
ham D. Beame’s refusal to officially 
welcome Sadat to New York City on 
Wednesday, when the Egyptian presi­ 
dent addresses the United Nations. 
Ford particularly regrets Beame’s re­ 
fusal because he considers Sadat and 
his wife to be guests of the President, 
Nessen said. 


The two presidents have agreed to 
meet again Sunday in Jacksonville, 
Fla., where Sadat will be a guest in the 
home of Raymond Mason, president of 
the Charter Co., a conglomerate with 
extensive oil interests in the Middle 
East. 


Before meeting with Ford today, 
Sadat met for half an hour at Blair 
House with Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger. Blair House is government 
quarters for visiting dignitaries.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford will make what was described as 
an important speech about New York 
City’s financial problems on Wednes­ 
day, the White House said today. 
Press secretary Ron Nessen said Ford 
will deliver the address before the Na­ 
tional Press Club here. Nessen declined 
to say whether Ford has changed his 
position against federal help for New 
York. 
Ford will deliver his speech at noon 
and then will depart in the early after­ 
noon for a two-day Republican fund­ 
raising trip to California, with a stop in 
Milwaukee on the way home Thursday. 
Ford has maintained he has no legal 
authority to help New York and said 
that bailout legislation would not be 
necessary if New York City would take 
the hard steps necessary to put its 
financial house in order. 
H ow ever, he has never said 
specifically that he would veto legisla­ 
tion if Congress sent him a measure to 
help the city avoid default. 
Nessen called the speech “ an impor­ 
tant speech — on an important subject” 
and said Ford had selected a long­ 
standing invitation from the National 
Press Club to speak on the issue. 
Some sources have said that Ford has 
left himself room to maneuver and does 
not want to announce his opposition to 
any legislation before the legislation is 
approved. 
When asked if Ford has changed his 
position, Nessen replied’ “ I suggest you 
listen to the speech tomorrow. ” 
The first indication that Ford was 
planning an address came when 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 


canceled a planned appearance today 
before a House banking subcommittee 
considering help for New York.

IM)hio, 
chairman of the panel, said Simon told 
him he did not want to appear before 
the subcommittee until after the Presi­ 
dent spoke. 
The Senate Banking Committee was 
expected to approve federal aid for New 
York City this week, but it may not con­ 
tain the kind of help that New York of­ 
ficials are seeking. 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, D-Ill., 
and committee chairman William Prox- 
mire, D-Wis., met Monday night to dis­ 
cuss their differences over proposed aid 


plans, and Proxmire said he was 
hopeful a compromise could be reached 
this week so a bill can be reported to 
the Senate. 
Proxmire, who has been the guiding 
force behind committee efforts to get an 
aid bill to the floor, continued to insist 
that any measure coming from his 
panel will contain a provision requiring 
New York state to levy a special tax to 
aid the troubled city. State officials 
have scorned such a proposal. 
In the House, meanwhile, 15 members 
of the New York congressional delega­ 
tion reserved time this afternoon on the 
House floor to talk about the city’s 
crisis. 
Pressure increases 
to name Juan Carlos 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — Pressure in­ 
creased today on the Spanish govern­ 
ment to name Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon ch ief of state, though 
Geeralissimo Francisco Franco clung to 
life and was reported in slightly im­ 
proved condition. 
A midday medical bulletin said the 
82-year-old Franco’s fever had disap­ 
peared and his blood pressure was 
normal. It said that cardiac rhythm was 
stable at 80 beats per minute, and signs 
of congestive cardiac insufficiency had 
been reduced. 
However, it added: “ Intestinal 
hemorrhaging has not disappeared. 
Gravity continues.” 


A morning bulletin said he had a quiet 
night, and a Monday night bulletin said 
he had passed a peaceful afternoon and 
requested food. 
After not being expected to live 
through the night Sunday, Franco 
rallied early Monday. A spokesman at 
his Pardo Palace said he talked with his 
daughter, son-in-law and grandchildren 
during the afternoon. The spokesman 
commented that he was “tranquil and 
lucid.” 
One medical expert said that even the 
slight improvement in Franco’s condi­ 
tion after a week of heart attacks and 
other complications was “ medically in­ 
credible.’’

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Moslem 
and Christian gunmen battled in front of 
Lebanon’s Parliament today, and the 
deputies had to be evacuated by 
armored cars. 


The warring private armies also bat­ 
tled around the major hotels downtown 
as Christians tried to dislodge Moslem 
snipers from a unfinished office 
skyscraper. 
The 500-room Holiday Inn was set on 
fire, but the extent of the damage was 
not known. 
Several bullets hit the U.S. Embassy, 
on the edge of one battle zone. Only a 
skeleton staff was on duty. American of­ 
ficials and their families fled to a 
seaside hotel in a safer district. Many 
were taken by convoy to the airport to 


join other foreigners waiting to leave 
the country. 
An open car filled with leftist 
Moslems drove past the Parliament 
building shouting insults over a 
loudspeaker. Bodyguards of Pierre 
Gemayel, the leader of the right-wing 
Christian Phalange party, opened fire 
on them, and one gunman on each side 
was killed.

The Parliament session was canceled, 
and the security forces took the deputies 
home in armored cars. 


M ERCURY, Nev. (A P) — An underground nuclear 
warhead test shook parts of three states early today, sway­ 
ing tall buildings in Las Vegas and chandeliers in Fresno, 
Calif. 
No damage was reported from the blast, also felt in parts 
of northwest Arizona, which registered 6.5 on the Richter 
scale at the University of California Seismographic station 
at Berkeley, Calif. 
People were shaken from their sleep in Ridgecrest, 
Calif., 150 miles northeast of Los Angeles. A spokesman at 
University of California, Berkeley, reported its telemetry 
devices felt the blast throughout California. 


The weapons development test, code-named Kasseri, was 
detonated 4,150 feet underground and had an announced 
yield of 200 kilotons to one megaton. 


“ This was not the largest test ever conducted at the test 
site, it was considerably smaller than the largest test,” 
said David Jackson, spokesman for the Energy Research 
and Development Administration. 
“ It was a large test, however, no doubt about it.” 


Jackson said the largest underground test ever conducted 
at the site was the “ Boxcar” test in 1968 which had a force 
of 1.2 megatons. 
A rolling earth tremor that shook Las Vegas, about 100 
miles south of the blast site in the romote Paiute Mesa re­ 
gion, lasted about 20 seconds. 
Bill Gile, a research engineer for the California Institute 
of Technology’s seismology laboratory in Pasadena, Calif., 
said its instruments registered the early morning blast, but 
no magnitude reading was immediately known. 
On the Richter scale used to measure ground motion on 
seismographs, every increase of one number equals a ten­ 
fold increase in ground motion. Some experts say the ac­ 
tual amount of energy released may be 30 times greater. 
In populated areas, an earthquake reading of 3.5 can 
cause slight damage in the local area, 4 can cause 
moderate damage, 5 considerable damage, 6 can be severe. 
A 7 reading is a “ major” earthquake capable of 
widespread, heavy damage; 8 is a “ great” earthquake ca­ 
pable of tremendous damage. The great San FYancisco 
earthquake of 1906 registered 8.3 on the Richter scale.

Trade balance eroded 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A surge in 
imported oil eroded the nation’s foreign 
trade balance in September, but the 
United States still managed to record its 
eighth consecutive monthly surplus, the 
government said today. 
At the same time, the government re­ 
ported that investments by foreigners in 
the United States are much higher than 
previously estimated, totaling $103.7 
billion in 1974. The report includes gov­ 
ernment and private investments. 
The Commerce Department said the 
foreign trade surplus for September was 
$976.4 million, compared to $1.04 billion 
in August. It was the smallest monthly 
surplus in five months, largely because 
of a 9.5 per cent jump in oil imports. 
Over-all, imports rose 2.9 per cent 
during September, while exports ad­ 


vanced J..9 per cent. 
In separate reports the Commerce 
and Treasury departments said invest­ 
ments by Middle East oil-producing na­ 
tions were only a very small part of the 
total foreign investment in the United 
States. 
The biggest investors, the reports 
said, are from the United Kingdom, 
C anad a, the N eth erlan ds and 
Switzerland, with substantial invest­ 
ment from Germany, France, Belgium, 
Luxembourg and Japan. 
Direct investments of at least ten per 
cent of a U.S. company totalled $21.7 
billion. Indirect investments were 
estimated at $85 billion. Indirect in­ 
vestments, also known as portfolio in­ 
vestments, include stocks, bonds and 
government securities. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A leading 
sociologist who once advocated busing 
to achieve school desegregation today 
told Congress that forced busing has 
had the opposite effect in the nation’s 
large cities. 
Dr. Jam es S. Coleman of the 
University of Chicago told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee that court-ordered 
busing “ raises a spectre of a country of 
black cities and white suburbs.” 
A report by Coleman in 1966 for the 
U.S. Office of Education provided an un­ 
derpinning for busing to achieve deseg­ 
regation. The report found that children 
from disadvantaged backgrounds 
performed somewhat better when they 
attended school with children from 
more affluent homes. 
Coleman said today that although he 
never believed in compulsory busing, he 
had once held that basing was the quick­ 
est way to achieve school integration in 
the nation’s schools. 
However, he said he has now changed 
his mind after realizing that busing con­ 


tributed to the flight of whites from the 
central cities into the suburbs. 
However, Coleman refused to endorse 
proposed constitutional amendments 
before the committee that would ban 
compulsory busing as a means of 
achieving school integration. 
Massive busing of students should be 
discontinued, Coleman testified, but this 
should come through the courts and 
through political processes rather than 
by an amendment to the Constitution. 
Before the committee are proposed 
amendments that would bar court- 
ordered busing plans like those put into 
effect this September in Louisville and 
Boston. 
Kentucky Gov. Julian M. Carroll 
testified that the Louisville busing plan 
has caused “ extensive harm ” to 
Louisville and Jefferson County. 
He urged the committee to approve 
an amendment only as a last resort. 
F irs t, Congress should enact a 
moratorium on forced busing and 
establish a study commission to 


evaluate the nationwide impact of bus­ 
ing orders, Carroll said. 


Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., disclosed 
at a news conference Monday that 
President Ford has ordered the Justice 
Department and the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare to “ex­ 
tensively review” options to busing. 


Tower met with Ford for 30 minutes 
Monday and later told reporters the 
President “ agreed with me that forced 
busing to achieve racial balance is 
counterproductive.” 


However, Tower said Ford did not 
suggest any specific alternatives to bus­ 
ing and ref used to endorse his proposed 
constitutional amendment that would 
forbid busing for racial purposes. 


The hearings follow an antibusing de­ 
monstration here this weekend in which 
thousands of union members, mostly 
from Kentucky, staged a peaceful 
march on the Capitol.

Weed control to 
be meeting topic 


A sub-committee of the state House of 
Representatives’ agriculture committee 
will hold an open meeting at 1 p.m. 
Thursday in the Municipal Building, state 
Rep. James Mathewson, a member of the 
committee, announced Tuesday. 
The group will discuss proposed state 
statutes designed to curb the spread of 
Johnsongrass, wild cane, musk thistle and 
Canadian thistle, which are all termed 
“ noxious weeds,” because they impair the 
growth of lush pasture land and crops. 
Local and area agronomists and officials 
of the University of Missouri Extension 
Service are also expected to attend in an 
advisory capacity, Mathewson said. 
“ We hope to get a large turnout of 
persons to get some good input into this so 
we can draw up the best noxious weed 
statute possible,” Mathewson said. “ They 
(subcommittee members) are having these 
public meetings across the state this fall.” 
Mathewson noted that Pettis County 
residents currently pay a special tax to 
finance a permanent Johnsongrass control 
program, supervised by Milton Mathews. 
However, he added, the intent of the state 
law “ would be to spread the control to wild 
cane, musk thistle and Canadian thistle as 
well as Johnsongrass.” 


Hurricane hits 
Mexico; 25 dead 


M EXICO CITY (A P) — Hurricane 
Olivia killed at least 25 persons in the 
Mazatlan area, 25 are missing and 500 
are injured, rescue workers in the 
Pacific coast port have reported to the 
Ministry of Natural Resources. 
Olivia smashed into the city of 200,000 
people at 9:20 p.m. Friday with winds 
as high as 138 miles an hour. The 
weather bureau had warned the popu­ 
lation of the approaching danger, but 
thousands of palm-thatched shacks made 
of flimsy materials were destroyed. 


More than 30,000 persons in Mazatlan 
and 14 nearby villages were reported 
homeless. 


“ They are being housed in schools, 
churches, 
municipal 
offices 
and 
in 
private homes that weren’t damaged,” 
a ministry spokesman said Monday 
night. 


The storm knocked out electrical and 
water supplies and communications 
with the rest of the country. The area’s 
three radio transmission towers were 
blown down, and technicians were try­ 
ing to get one back into service.

missing and there appeared to be a cut on the animal’s stomach. 
However, Fairfax said deterioration of the animal prevented 
determination of the exact cause of death or positive 
identification of any mutilation involved. 
Law enforcement authorities throughout Missouri have been 
investigating a series of cattle mutilation cases in which 
animals have been found with sexual organs, eyes and ears 
missing. 
Askew said he heard of several cases on the Packard Cattle 
Co. ranch, near Colorado Springs, Colo., during a visit to that 
state last month. 
A rash of cattle mutilations was reported recently in 11 
western states, with 110 documented cases occurring in 
Colorado. The Colorado Bureau of Investigation looked into a 
number of theories about the mutilations, ranging from 
religious cults to farmers wanting to collect insurance on 
animals already dead from disease. No solutions to the 
mutilations were reached, however. 
An article published in the October issue of the “ Farm 
Journal,” a national publication, said blood was drained from 
some animals after they were slain and mutilated. 
In some cases, the article stated, veterinarians and Colorado 
State University found no trace of poisons or other drugs in 
animal tissues nor anything to indicate the animals died 
suddenly. 
Rewards offered in Colorado for information leading to the 
arrest of the mutilators were up to $12,000 Askew said. 
The Missouri Cattlemen’s Association last week said it was 
extending its standing $2,000 reward program for information 
on cattle rustlers to cover the mutilation cases. 
Reports of cattle mutilations have come from southwest, 
northwest and northeast portions of Missouri. 
Two heifers were found dead on separate farms about 7 miles 
south of Buffalo, in southwest Missouri, over the weekend. 
Each was missing its left eye, left ear and sexual organs, and the 
blood had been drained from the animals. The incidents 
occurred on farms less than a mile apart. 
Askew said he also learned of similar cases in Texas about one 
year ago, but these are the first Hi the immediate area.

Dear Reader — At 86 y ou 
cou ld probably giv e all of u s 
some u sefu l tips on liv ing, 
stay ing activ e and enjoy ing it. 
There are a v ast array of 
changes that occu r in y ou r body 
with time, and y ou can do 
something abou t a good many 
of them. If y ou don’t mind a 
few of those big words, I wou ld 
su ggested that y ou read my 
book, “Stay You thfu l and Fitt’ 
(Harper and Row). You r library 
shou ld hav e a copy . 
The 
book describes what 
happens to y ou r body . It will 
tell y ou why y ou dev elop ey e 
changes and the ey e problems 
common with aging, su ch as 
glau com a, 
cataracts 
and 
floaters. The changes y ou hav e 
in y ou r ears, cau sing the ringing 
and bu zzing and loss of balance, 
are discu ssed. You can help 
prev ent these. 


Of cou rse, y ou need to know 
abou t v ascu lar disease, becau se 
it is the big one that y ou can do 
something abou t to prev ent 
strokes, 
senility 
and 
heart 
attacks, the things that make 
y ou old before y ou r time. 
A lot of the postu re changes 
with age are becau se of lack of 
proper ex ercise. At y ou r age 
Tm su re y ou hav e seen people 
with bent knees, bent hips and a 
tottering gait. This is often 
related 
to 
loss 
of 
mu scle 
strength and flex ibility . The 
tendons and mu scles shorten, 
bending 
the 
hinge 
joints. 
Proper mov ement of joints 
throu gh their fu ll range of 
motion helps prev ent this. The 
book will ex plain these in detail 
and tell y ou which ex ercises y ou 
can u se to help prev ent these 
problems. 
You r lu ng fu nction changes in 
part becau se people lose the 


flex ibility of the mov ements of 
their ribs. This cu ts down on the 
fu ll capacity to ex ercise and 
cau ses breathlessness or fatigu e 
with limited ex ertion. Good 
postu re 
ex ercises 
help 
to 
prev ent these. These, too, are 
discu sssed. 
Of cou rse there are changes 
in sex u al fu nctions as y ou get 
older, bu t as the book points 
ou t, men may be activ e well 
into their 9 0s. One ex ample of a 
man 118 y ears old and still 
potent 
is 
mentioned. 
You r 
liv ing habits hav e a lot to do 
with whether y ou are ov er the 
hill at 50 or still enjoy ing 
y ou rself at 9 0. 
Psy chological 
factors 
are 
important, too. That inclu des 
being 
socially 
activ e 
with 
family , friends and commu nity . 
The desire to liv e and the 
feeling 
of being 
u sefu l 
or 
needed are important factors. 
These important aspects of 
aging and others in the book 
were inclu ded in recent U.S. 
Congressional 
hearings 
on 
fitness and aging. I think it will 
giv e y ou all y ou want and tell 
y ou where we stand on doing 
something abou t aging.

c. 19 75 Field Enterprises, Inc 
Believing in recovery 
a formidable challenge

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
U.S. economy might be on the 
road to recov ery , as measu red 
by sev eral popu lar statistical 
index es, bu t getting the Ameri­ 
can people to believ e it seems 
to be another, probably more 
formidable, challenge. 
The mood of the cou ntry 
seems to be one of “show me.” 
Point ou t that the Gross Nation­ 
al Produ ct soared 11.2 per cent 
in the third qu arter and the re­ 
sponse might be, “Let’s see 
what it does in the fou rth qu ar­ 
ter.” 
The mood is clearly illu s­ 
trated in the attitu de toward 
job figu res. Who doesn’t know 
that u nemploy ment is at a 8.3 
per cent rate? Bu t who does 
know that since March total 
employ ment has risen more 
than 1.5 million? 
There are indications that in­ 
terest rates might drop a bit, 
althou gh perhaps not smoothly . 
Bu t what bu sinessmen or con­ 
su mer borrower doesn’t choose 
to comment on the height in­ 
stead of the trend? 
Polls of bu sinessmen and con­ 
su mers show they share many 
attitu des. They appear to be 
u ncertain. They are relu ctant 
to commit themselv es to big 
spending projects. They wonder 
when their own priv ate econo­ 
mies will join in the general 
improv ement 
Consu mer spending, while it 
has improv ed since the depths 
(4 the recession earlier this 
y ear, has a long way to go be­ 
fore it can be cou nted on to 
giv e a su stained pu sh to the 
economy . 
The First National City Bank 
polled consu mers on their v iew 
of the economy in September.

The conclu sion: Worse off than 
six months ago, with recov ery 
any where from one to three 
y ears away . 
Bu sinessmen are v ery slow to 
commit themselv es to capital 
improv ement and ex pansion, 
citing the ex istence of idle ca­ 
pacity ev en now and difficu lties 
in borrowing at what they feel 
are fair terms. 
Lionel D. Edie A Co., the eco­ 
nomic consu lting associate of 
Merrill Ly nch, the nation’s big­ 
gest broker, fou nd in a su rv ey 
that indu stry planned to ex pand 
capital spending in 19 76 by only 
3 per cent, an almost in­ 
significant amou nt. 
Edie’s conclu sion: “Capital 
spending is not abou t to prov ide 
the recov ery with any real u p­ 
ward thru st ...” 
Somewhat to their su rprise, 
many thrift institu tions fou nd 
themselv es with a cash inflow 
for September, when they had 
ex pected fu nds might be with­ 
drawn by sav ers in search of 
higher retu rns elsewhere. 
Hie U.S. Leagu e of Sav ings 
Associations reported some $3.6 
billion was added to cu stomer 
accou nts in that month, and 


that its member sav ings and 
loan associations made mort­ 
gage loans of abou t $5.6 billion, 
a record for the month. 
That might su ggest an im­ 
prov ement in confidence among 
home bu y ers, and that the new 
home market was tu rning u p 
sharply . Not so; most of the 
money went for mortgages on 
ex isting homes. Home bu ilding 
remains depressed.

It appears the cattle mutilato rs 
hav e mo v ed into Pettis Co unty . 
A v aluable 
Simmental 
bull 
o n a farm near Green Ridge was 
disco v ered dead Mo nday with its 
sex ual o rgan remo v ed. It 
is the 
first kno wn instance o f this so rt o f 
thing o ccurring in the co untry . 
Misso uri cattlemen are being 
increasingly 
plagued 
by 
such 
strange mutilatio ns o f liv esto ck 
that 
until 
recently 
had 
been 
restricted to mo re western states. 


Law enfo rcement autho rities are 
inv estigating 
sev eral 
scattered 
cases in recent weeks in which 
cattle hav e been fo und with v ario us 
parts missing and so metimes with 
all o f their blo o d drained o ut. 


Repo rts also hav e co me fro m 
such scattered lo catio ns as Dallas 
and Lawrence Co unties in the 
so uthwest, to Shelby and Pike 
Co unties in the no rtheast and 
No daway Co unty in the no rthwest. 
State o fficials are attempting to 
determine ho w widespread the 
incidents are.

At first tho ught to be caused by 
predato rs, the mutilatio ns were 
later determined to be the wo rk o f 
humans. In sev eral cases it was 
apparent that so meo ne with near- 
surgical skills was inv o lv ed. The 
absence o f any phy sical ev idence 
has also been characteristic o f such 
episo des. 


One o f the leading theo ries is 
that the mutilatio ns are the wo rk o f 
pagan cults o r dev il wo rshippers, 
who use the ex cised parts in their 
rites. While the remo v al o f sex ual 
o rgans is the mo st co mmo n feature 
o f such cases, cattle hav e also been 
fo und minus tails, ey es, ears, 
to ngues and o ther parts. 


Autho rities hav e speculated that 
helico pters 
were emplo y ed 
in 
carry ing o ut so me o f the liv esto ck 
mutilatio ns. 
Until the perpetrato rs o f these 
weird cruelties are fo und, we 
wo uld adv ise area farmers to keep 
a wary ey e o n their liv esto ck. 


The early Kissinger 
also do ubted detente

WASHINGTON - The Chinese are no t 
the o nly o nes to deplo re Henry Kissinger’s 
co ncepts o f detente with the So v iet Unio n. 


The secretary o f state is co nfro nted with 
a gro wing number o f critics here and 
abro ad. Co nserv ativ es in the United States 
like Sen. Henry J ackso n accuse him o f 
making deals that giv e the Russians what 
they want in the way o f nuclear weapo ns, 
Western techno lo gy and fo o d, witho ut 
requiring adequate co ncessio ns in return. 
Our allies co mplain o f a lack o f co ncern fo r 
their interests and faits acco mplis in his 
transactio ns with co mmo n adv ersaries. 
Russian dissidents berate him fo r his 
failure to champio n the cause o f freedo m 
within the So v iet so ciety . 


Yet quite certainly the sev erest and mo st 
articulate o f all the critics o f a calculated 
po licy o f detente with the So v iet Unio n is 
Henry Kissinger himself. In all o f his 
scho larly writings o n internatio nal affairs 
pro duced during his earlier incarnatio n as a 
Harv ard pro fesso r, Kissinger repeatedly 
and emphatically undersco red the futility 
and indeed the danger o f try ing to pursue a 
po licy o f acco mmo datio n and relax atio n o f 
tensio n with o ur ideo lo gical adv ersaries. 


The ex trao rdinary transfo rmatio n in 
Kissinger’s thinking that co incided with his 
transitio n fro m scho larly critic to public 
o fficial 
has 
been ex tensiv ely 
— and 
so mewhat malicio usly — do cumented in a 
recent critique by Warren Nutter, fo rmer 
assistant 
secretary 
o f 
defense 
fo r 
internatio nal security affairs. A preface by 
fo rmer Defense Secretary Melv in Laird 
bespeaks a co ntinuing dissent fro m the 
po litics o f detente within the defense 
co mmunity . 


In his earlier published wo rks, Kissinger 
co nv incingly ruled o ut the po ssibility o f an 
acco mmo datio n with the “ rev o lutio nary ” 
po wers (China and the So v iet Unio n), 
who se insecurity , in his v iew, co uld nev er 
be reliev ed sho rt o f to tal capitulatio n by 
the no n-Co mmunist wo rld. He ex ho rts us 
to take Co mmunist rheto ric abo ut wo rld 
do minatio n at its face v alue, urging that 
the defense o f the free wo rld must be 
based o n credible po wer in bo th nuclear 
and co nv entio nal weapo ns. 


In this perio d at the late 19 5 0s and early 
19 6 0s, Kissinger ridicules the no tio n that 
perso nal diplo macy — and particularly 
summit 
meetings 
— 
can 
acco mplish 
any thing wo rthwhile in fo reign relatio ns. 
“ It is triv ial,” he wro te, “ to pretend that 
pro blems o f the co mplex ity o f tho se which 
hav e rent the wo rld fo r a decade and a half 
can be so lv ed in a few day s by harrassed 
men meeting in the full light of publicity .” 
But 
abo v e 
all, 
the West 
must 
no t 


co mpro mise its principles in the ho pe o f 
buy ing a perio d o f peace. 


“ Tho se ages which in retro spect seem 
mo st peaceful were least in search o f 
peace. Tho se who se quest fo r it seems 
unending appear least able to achiev e 
tranquility . Wherev er peace — co nceiv ed 
as the av o idance o f war — has been the 
primary o bjectiv e o f a po wer o r gro up o f 
po wers, the internatio nal sy stem has been 
at the mercy o f the mo st ruthless member 
o f the internatio nal co mmunity . Whenev er 
the internatio nal o rder has ackno wledged 
that certain 
principles co uld 
no t be 
co mpro mised ev en fo r the sake o f peace, 
stability based o n an equilibrium o f fo rces 
was at least co nceiv able.” 


As fo r detente as an end in itself, 
Pro fesso r Kissinger saw it as a tempo rary 
strategy to further lo ng-range So v iet go als. 
“ ...Peaceful co ex istence” he wro te, “ is 
nev er adv o cated fo r its o wn sake. It is 
justified primarily as a tactical dev ice to 
o v erthro w the West at minimum risk.” 


To day , this reaso ning is co mpletely o ut 
the windo w. “ Detente,” said Kissinger in 
19 7 3, "is an imperativ e. In a wo rld 
shado wed 
by 
the danger 
o f 
nuclear 
ho lo caust, there is no ratio nal alternativ e 
to be the pursuit o f relax atio n o f tensio ns.” 


It bo ils do wn to a questio n o f which 
Henry Kissinger y o u want to believ e. But 
quite certainly there is mo re to the mental 
metamo rpho sis which has taken place than 
the usual adjustments inv o lv ed in the 
scho lar-turned-statesman. Fo r tho se who 
hav e do ubts abo ut the present co urse o f 
American 
fo reign 
po licy , 
Pro fesso r 
Kissinger is a 
mo st elo quent witness 
against o ur present secretary o f state.

It is a v ery interesting po int and Spear 
and Petit hav e a so lutio n to the pro blem. 


The federal go v ernment sho uld institute 
immediately a gun stamp pro gram fo r the 
po o r. The pro gram wo uld wo rk as fo llo ws: 
A family of fo ur making less than $6 ,000 a

y ear wo uld apply fo r gun stamps at the 
lo cal po st o ffice. 


All the head o f the family wo uld hav e to 
pro duce is his inco me tax return, and if he 
qualifies as a “ needy case” he wo uld be 
giv en the equiv alent o f $200 in gun stamps 
which he co uld spend at any gun sto re fo r 
weapo ns and ammunitio n. The gun sto re 
wo uld be reimbursed by the go v ernment 
fo r the stamps at 100 cents o n the do llar. 


So me peo ple might argue that the po o r 
wo uld take adv antage o f the pro gram and 
use the stamps to buy cheap guns and 
po cket the rest o f the mo ney . But while 
there may be so me abuses o f the gun stamp 
pro gram it wo uld still be the best and 
cheapest way o f seeing that no American 
citizen, no matter what his financial status, 
wo uld be depriv ed o f his right to bear 
arms. 


It is hard to believ e that in a co untry as 
rich as o urs there are perhaps as many as 
5 0 millio n peo ple who go to bed ev ery night 
witho ut a gun under their pillo ws. Many o f 
the po o r are to blame fo r this co nditio n. 
They wo uld rather buy fo o d with their 
mo ney than guns. But a majo rity are no t 
respo nsible fo r their plight. Many are 


jo bless, elderly and children. They hav e 
tried to acquire guns, but the co st, ev en fo r 
a Saturday night special, has been bey o nd 
their means. 


In the past, the middle class has igno red 
them in the belief that any o ne who really 
wants a gun sho uld pull himself up by his 
bo o tstraps and earn o ne. But in an urban 
so ciety during a perio d o f cruel inflatio n 
it’s no t as easy to acquire a decent gun as it 
used to be. We can no lo nger stand idly by 
and say to these po o r peo ple, “ Yo u can t 
hav e a gun unless y o u buy it y o urself, the 
way we did.” 


Gun stamps are the o bv io us so lutio n to 
helping peo ple who can’t help themselv es. 
At first it wo uld be co nsidered demeaning 
to so me to accept gun hando uts fro m the 
go v ernment. But as time went o n I believ e 
that po o r peo ple wo uld accept gun stamps 
in the same way they accept fo o d stamps — 
as a tempo rary way o f pro v iding their 
families with the basic necessities o f life. 
They wo uld no lo nger feel themselv es 
inferio r to the decent law-abiding man o f 
means who can affo rd a $200 weapo n. They 
will hav e the o ppo rtunity , that they hav e

Co v erup by Ho o v er 
in Oswald pro be

WASHINGTON - The late J . Edgar 
Ho o v er, in his zeal to pro tect his belo v ed 
FBI, engineered a co v erup 12 y ears ago to 
keep 
the 
Warren 
Co mmissio n 
fro m 
learning abo ut the ties between FBI agent 
J ames Ho sty and assassin Lee Harv ey 
Oswald. 


The fo rmidable Ho o v er, who se bulldo g 
v isage had beco me a natio nal sy mbo l o f 
law and o rder, interv ened perso nally when 
the Warren Co mmissio n began to zero in 
o n Ho sty . 


No w, 12 y ears later, Ho sty has admitted 
destro y ing a threatening no te, which Os­ 
wald deliv ered to the FBI o ffice in Dallas a 
few day s befo re sho o ting President J o hn F. 
Kennedy . The no te threatened to blo w up 
the 
FBI 
o ffice 
and 
Dallas 
po lice 
headquarters if Ho sty didn’t sto p bo thering 
Oswald’s wife. 


The FBI sho uld hav e no tified the Secret 
Serv ice that Oswald, a misfit who had 
threatened v io lence, was in the Dallas area. 
The Secret Serv ice ro utinely wo uld hav e 
checked 
his 
whereabo uts 
during 
the 
presidential v isit. This might hav e sav ed 
President Kennedy ’s life. 


When the FBI learned that a suspect 
named Lee Harv ey Oswald had been 
picked up, Ho sty reminded his bo ss, 
Go rdo n Shanklin, 
that 
he 
had been 
handling 
the 
Oswald 
case. <£ haaklin 
telepho ned the Dallas po lice and asked 
whether Ho sty co uld participate in the 
interro gatio n. 


Ho sty later questio ned Oswald at po lice 
headquarters. 
Oswald, who had been 
o utwardly calm, suddenly became agitated. 
“ I kno w y o u!” he sho uld. “ I ifho w y o u! 
Yo u’re the o ne who acco sted my wife 
twice!” 


The incident passed, ho wev er, witho ut 
any mentio n o f the threatening letter. 
Ho sty also co nfided to a friend o n the 
Dallas po lice fo rce, Lt. J ack Rev iU, that the 
FBI had a file o n Oswald. Rev iU repeated 


the co nv ersatio n to a superio r who o rdered 
him to put it in writing. 


“ Special Agent Ho sty related to this 
o fficer...” wro te Rev ill, “ that the Federal 
Bureau o f Inv estigatio n was aware o f the 
subject 
(Oswald) 
and 
that 
they 
had 
info rmatio n that his subject was capable o f 
co mmitting the assassinatio n o f President 
Kennedy .” 


Ho o v er was furio us when he learned o f 
Ho sty ’s 
lo o se 
talk. 
Acco rding 
to 
co nfidential no tes taken at the time, the 
grizzled FBI chief co mplained that Ho sty 
had “ diarrhea o f wo rds.” But the o ld man, 
nev ertheless, so ught to co v er up the FBI’s 
embarrassment. 


On Dec. 23, 1963, the FBI gav e the 
Warren 
Co mmissio n 
a 
summary 
o f 
Oswald’s 
no tebo o k. 
The 
summary 
co nv eniently o mitted the fact that Ho sty ’s 
name, telepho ne and license tag had been 
in the no tebo o k. 


The co mmissio n fo und o ut abo ut the 
o missio n and demanded an ex planatio n. 
On J an. 27 , 196 4, Ho o v er ackno wledged 
that Ho sty ’s 
name had been in the 
no tebo o k. 


The G-man also gav e what purpo rted to 
be a full acco unt o f the FBI’s co ntacts with 
Oswald. The last co ntact, he repo rted, had 
been o n Aug. 10, 1963. “ We did no t 
interv iew Oswald in Dallas, Tex as, o r in 
Irv ing, Tex as, prio r to the assassinatio n o f 
President Kennedy ,” Ho o v er added. 


Interestingly , he used the wo rd “ o ur” to 
describe the last co ntact with the FBL But 
o n Feb. 6 , in a swo rn affidav it, Ho o v er 
changed the wo rding in a curio us way . He 
swo re that Oswald had no co ntact with FBI 
“ agents” after Aug. 10,19 6 3. 


It is no w kno wn, o f co urse, that Oswald 
appeared at the FBI o ffice in Dallas o nly a 
few day s befo re the assassinatio n. At that 
time, just as Ho o v er said, he did no t speak 
with any FBI “ agents ” But he spo ke with 
an FBI receptio nist, who passed o n his 
threatening no te to the agents. 


It is impo ssible to kno w whether the late 


FBI chief subtly switched the wo rd “ o ur” 
to “ agents” in o rder to hide his kno wledge 
o f Oswald’s v io lent threat. 


But in a later letter to the Warren 
Co mmissio n, dated April 6 , 19 64, Ho o v er 
stated catego rically : “ I wish to emphasize 
that the 
facts av ailable 
to the FBI 
co ncerning Lee Harv ey Oswald prio r to the 
assassinatio n did no t indicate in any way 
that he was o r wo uld be a threat to 
President Kennedy .” 


The truth is, o f co urse, that the FBI had 
receiv ed dramatic ev idence less than a 
week befo re the assassinatio n that Oswald 
was v io lence-pro ne. 


On April 24, the Dallas Mo rning News 
repo rted Ho sty had to ld the Dallas po lice 
lieutenant, J ack Rev ill, that the FBI knew 
Oswald was “ capable” o f assassinating the 
President. 


Ho o v er immediately sent wo rd to the 
Warren Co mmissio n that the sto ry was 
“ false” and fo llo wed up three day s later 
with a perso nal letter deliv ered by co urier. 


“ Special 
Agent Ho sty 
unequiv o cally 
denies ev er hav ing made the statement as 
quo ted in this article...” declared the FBI 
directo r. 


“ Special Agent Ho sty po ints o ut that 
prio r to the assassinatio n o f President J o hn 
Fitzgerald Kennedy , he nev er had any 
info rmatio n indicating po tential v io lence 
o n the part o f Lee Harv ey Oswald.” 


There’s mo re to Ho o v er’s great co v erup, 
which we’ll repo rt in a future co lumn.

In J ack Anderso n’s Oct. 13 co lumn, he 
accused 
the 
federal 
go v ernment 
o f 
“ co nspiring with the o il and gas interests to 
hit the American peo ple with ano ther 
sho rtage this winter — a sho rtage o f 
natural gas.” The facts do no t suppo rt the 
charge. 


I believ e y o ur readers are entitled to a 
mo re accurate and co mplete presentatio n 
o f the facts abo ut o ur co untry ’s natural gas 
situatio n. 


There may , indeed, be sho rtages o f 
natural gas in so me states this winter, in 
spite o f all the industry can do to try to 
meet essential demands. But this will no t 
be caused by deliberate withho lding o f 
supplies by pro ducers try ing to ex tract 
higher prices fro m co nsumers. It will be 
due to the fact that (1) pro ductio n fro m o ld 
gas fields is declining rapidly , and to the 
further fact that (2) unrealistically lo w 
federal price ceilings o n interstate gas 
during 
the 
past 
21 
y ears 
ex panded 
co nsumer 
demand 
fo r 
gas 
while 
disco uraging the search fo r new gas fields. 


The same Federal Po wer Co mmissio n 
statistics to which Mr. Anderso n refers 
sho w that o n a natio nwide basis, actual 
deliv eries o f natural gas to the interstate 
market fo r the y ear April 197 4 thro ugh 
March 19 7 5 were 5 .5 per cent lo wer than in 
the prev io us y ear. The FPC no w estimates 
that actual deliv eries in the current y ear 
(April 19 7 5 thro ugh March 197 6) will dro p 
ano ther 3.9 per cent belo w the lev el o f last 
y ear. 


This do wnward trend seems certain to 
co ntinue in the y ears ahead unless the

price 
co ntro ls 
and 
enco urage the search fo r new gas fields. 


During the past two decades, while 
interstate natural gas prices were held at 
artifically lo w lev els by federal co ntro ls, 
gas co nsumptio n in this co untry mo re than 
do ubled. Fo r nearly a decade, the v o lume 
of natural gas pro duced each y ear has been 
substantially greater than the amo unt 
added 
to 
pro v ed 
reserv es 
thro ugh 
ex plo rato ry drilling in the lo wer 48 states. 
Fra the past fo ur y ears, natural gas 
pro ductio n has been mo re than do uble the 
v o lume o f gas added to reserv es. 


The av erage wellhead price fo r natural 
gas so ld in interstate co mmerce is abo ut 30 
cents per tho usand cubic feet. The to p 
price fo r “ new” gas under FPC rulings is 
abo ut 5 3 cents per tho usand cubic feet. 
Meanwhile, gas pro duced and co nsumed 
within the bo rders o f a single state is free 
o f federal co ntro l and sells at market v alue, 
which is three to fo ur times the to p price 
allo wed fo r interstate natural gas sales. 


Regarding the effect o f deco ntro l o n 
co nsumer co sts, two po ints are significant. 
First, 
mo st natural gas in interstate 
co mmerce is so ld o n lo ng-term co ntracts, 
with terms up to 20 y ears. Seco nd, the 
wellhead price o f gas represents o nly abo ut 
20 per cent o f the price .paid by the av erage 
residential co nsumer serv ed by interstate 
pipelines. The o ther 8 0 per cent o f that 
co nsumer’s 
mo nthly 
bill 
reflects 
the 
ex penses inv o lv ed in transpo rting the gas 
tho usands 
o f miles and the co st o f 
distributing

Deco ntro l o f wellhead prices wo uld hav e 
no effect o n transpo rtatio n o r distributio n 
co sts, so the co nsumer wo uld ex perience 
price increases o nly gradually , as new gas 
is disco v ered and blended into the o v erall 
s u p p l y . 
The 
F e d e r a l 
E n e r g y 
Administratio n estimates that the remo v al 
o f price co ntro ls fo r new gas wo uld 
increase the av erage ho meo wner's y early 
gas bill o nly $10.21 in 19 7 6 (an av erage 
of 8 5 
cents per mo nth), $13.30 in 197 7 , and $19 .15 
in 197 8 . 


Mo reo v er, the alternativ es to increasing 
o ur supply o f new natural gas wo uld be 
much mo re ex pensiv e substitute fuels. 
There 
is 
no co nsumer adv antage to 
artificially lo w natural gas prices if this 
means there is less and less gas to be had.

His d eath came with an u n believ able rap ­ 
id ity .” 
Carp en tier h ad walked h is d o g Mo n d ay ev en in g an d re­ 
tu rn ed h o me wh en h e co mp lain ed o f feelin g ill.

Sparky tabbed 
for NL honor 


NEW YORK (AP) — Sparky 
Anderson, the hard driv er of 
Cincinnati’s Big Red Machine, 
wa s n a m ed the N a tiona l 
League Manager of the Year 
today . 
Anderson, who sparked the 
world champion Reds to their 
greatest sea son in history , 
was a runaway choice in the 
v oting from a nationwide 
panel of sports writers and 
broadcasters. 
The popula r 4 1-y ear-old 
manager won by a landslide 
28 9-6 1 m a rgin ov er Danny 
Murtaugh, manager of the 
E a st-w in n in g P ittsb u rgh 
Pirates. 
J ohn McNamara, who pilot­ 
ed the San Diego Padres to a 
fourth-place finish in the Na­ 
tional League West, finished 
third w ith 30 v otes w hile 
Philadelphia’s Danny Ozark 
was fourth with 18 and St. 
Louis’ Red Schoendienst fifth 
with sev en. 
A n d erson ’s w ell-h eeled 
Reds won the National League 
pennant with a flair. They 
swept the West by winning an 
amazing 108 games, including 
a record 6 4 at home, and then 
polished off the Pirates in 
three ea sy games. 
The topping to Anderson’s 
sweetest season came in the 
World Series, where the Reds

defeated the Boston Red Sox 
in sev en games to cla im their 
first world title since 194 0. 
“ A lot of people sa y it 
doesn’t mean a ny thing to 
them, but I can’t sa y tha t,” 
said the gregarious Anderson. 
“ I’m really thrilled. It’ll be 
ev en a bigger thrill to the guy s 
on my ballclub. 


“ They ’ll really lov e it. 
Anderson, a strict, fa ir 
leader who allows no long hair 
or bad conduct by his play ers, 
has had one of the best win­ 
ning percentages in baseball 
history — but only this y ear 
did he realize the dream of a 
world championship. 


Until 197 5, Anderson’s best 
y ear wa s 197 0, when his club 
soared to the National League 
flag with 102 v ictories. His Big 
Red Machine, howev er, was 
taken in fiv e games by the 
B a ltim ore O rioles in the 
World Series. When the Reds 
a ga in won the Na tiona l 
League pennant in 197 2 and 
lost to the Oakland A’s in the 
World Series, Anderson was 
t a gge d by som e a s the 
manager who couldn’t win 
“ the big ga m e.” 


All this talk was quieted by 
Anderson’s biggest triumph, 
ov er Boston this y ear. 


BOSTON (AP) — As a rookie 
manager in 197 4 , Darrell J ohn­ 
son was blamed by critics for 
the collapse of the Boston Red 
Sox in the final six weeks of the 
baseball season. 
This y ear, blessed with y oung 
talent, J ohnson turned things 
around, leading the Red Sox to 
a pennant and to within one 
v ictory of the World Series 
championship. 
For his leadership, J ohnson 
was named Monday the Ameri­ 
can League’s Manager of the 
Year by The Associated Press. 
In balloting by sports writers 
and sportscasters throughout 
the nation, J ohnson was a runa­ 
way winner with 329 v otes. 
Alv in Dark of the Oakland 
A’s was runnerup with 39, fol­ 
lowed by Frank Robinson oi the 
Clev eland Indians with 20. Earl 
Weav er of the Baltimore Ori­ 
oles receiv ed six v otes and Bil­ 
ly Martin of the New York 
Yankees two. Martin was The 
AP’s 197 4 Manager of the Year 
while he was with the Tex as 
Rangers. 
J ohnson, relax ing at home in 
California with his wife and 
four children, said he was hon­ 
ored by the landslide v ote but 
“ I consider this an award for 
my play ers. 
“ Any time that y ou win an 
award like this in baseball, it 
means that y our team has done 
well,” said the 4 8 -y ear-old for­ 
mer journey man catcher. “ I 
sure hav e to thank my play - 
ers. 


In his first season as a major 
league manager, J ohnson went 
home bitterly disappointed. The 
Red Sox led the AL East by 
sev en games in the fourth week 
of August, then went into a 
nightmarish slump to finish be­ 
hind the Orioles and the Yan­ 
kees. 
“ We got hit with some key in­ 
juries 
last y ear, and, quite 
frankly , we just didn’t hav e the 
talent to win,” J ohnson said. 
“ This y ear things were differ­ 
ent. We had the talent. 


“ In spring training, no one 
gav e us much of a chance. Not 
many people believ ed me when 
I said that we would be a con­ 
tender. I wasn’t making any 
predictions, but I honestly be­ 
liev ed we had a winning ball 
club. 


“ I knew we had that in such 
outstanding y oung play ers as 
Fred Ly nn, J im Rice, Dwight 
Ev ans and Rick Burleson. And 
just look what they did for us 
this y ear. I was confident, too, 
that Rick Wise would come 
back, and he did with 19 wins. 


“ Then our general manager, 
Mr. (Dick) O’Connell, made a 
couple of big deals during the 
season, getting Denny Doy le 
and J im Willoughby for us. Ev ­ 
ery thing fell into place.” 


J ohnson flew home last week 
less than 4 8 hours after the Red 
Sox lost the Series’ deciding 
game, 4 -3.

North as head coach of the 
New Orleans Saints after the 
National Football League team 
lost its fifth game against one 
thin v ictory . 
The Saints owner said Mon­ 
day night that Ernie Hefferle, 
who has been in charge of the 
Saints’ scouting team, would be 
the interim coach. 
But he stressed that Hef- 
ferle’s reign would be tempora­ 
ry 
“ He is fully aware that he 
will not be our head coach in 
197 6 when we will endeav or to 
obtain the serv ices of the v ery 
best head coach who would be 
av ailable to the Saints,” said 
Mecom after a 90-minute meet­ 
ing with North. 
The firing came after two 
successiv e road losses, a 35 21 
defeat at the hands of San 
Francisco and a 38 -14 rout by 
Los Angeles Sunday . The only 
Saints’ v ictory was a 20-19 deci­ 
sion ov er Green Bay . 
“ It is with much regret that I 
hav e found it necessary to re­ 
place J ohn North as head coach 
of the New Orleans Saints,” 
said Mecom in a prepared 
statement. 
“ Coach North approached his 
job with tremendous v igor and 
energy and did succeed in some 
areas of play er dev elopment. 
Unfortunately , 
these 
accom­ 
plishments aren’t reflected in 
the league standings.” 
The Saints won 11 but lost 23 
regular season games since 
Aug. 26 , 197 3, when North was 
named head coach to replace 
J .D. Roberts, who was also 
fired. 
North still has one y ear to 
run on his contract and could 
remain with the club in another 
capacity . Howev er, he was not 
av ailable for comment Monday 
night. 
Mecom did not indicate who 
might become permanent coach 
of the Saints, although pub­

quoted 
sources 
as 
say ing 
Mecom’s 
first choice is Ara Parseghian, 
who retired as Notre Dim e’s 
football coach v owing to re­ 
main out of football for one 
y ear. 
Parseghian was not av ailable 
for comment, but his wife said

husband had 
not ev en 
talked with the Saints. She said 
he would not accept any coach­ 
ing job until his self-imposed 
retirement ends after the first 
of the y ear. 
Hank 
Stram, who guided

Bowl, has also been mentioned 
as a possibility . Stram was 
fired by the Chiefs after last 
season and currently is a pro 
football TV commentator. 
Hefferle, who has been with 
the Saints for three y ears, was 
head coach at Boston College 
before

Football League. He was offen­ 
siv e line coach with the Pitts­ 
burgh Steelers in 196 5 and 197 0, 
and held the same job with the 
Miami 
Dolphins 
from 
196 6 
through 196 9.

Famous survivors living normal lives once 


EDITO RS NOTE — The 
wild adulation and morbid 
curiosity that first attended 
their rescue has died down.

M O N TEVID EO , Uruguay 
(A P) — Fernando Parrado 
went back to the mountain he 
b e a t , and he w a s n ’t 
particularly moved. He and 
the 15 other young heroes of 
the best seller “ Alive” are 
over the experience. 


The survivors gathered Oct. 
13, the third anniversary of 
their plane crash in the frozen 
Andes, but they talked more 
about rugby and girls than their 
10-week struggle to live. 


" It ’s the past. It’s over,” 
said Parrado, 25, home from 
rubbing elbows with Princess 
Anne and Jackie Stewart in 
the flu rry of fam e that 
followed their ordeal. Now he 
again sells nuts and bolts, 
running his father’s “ House 
of the Screw.” 
It was toughest for Parrado 
whose mother and 20-year-old

sister were among the 29 per­ 
sons who died on the moun­ 
tain. They were two of the 
fans who were accompanying 
the “ Old Christians” rugby 
team to a friendly match in 
Chile. 
Roberto Canessa, 22, who 
walked down the mountain 
with Parrado for 10 days, 
says the same: “ My life 
hasn’t changed much ... 
sometime I leaf through the 
book and it seems incredible, 
but I don’t feel like 1 was part 
of it.” He is back in medical 
school and, like Parrado, still 
playing rugby. 


W hen the group was 
rescued weeks after they had 
been given up for lost, and 
when they revealed they had 
eaten the bodies of their dead 
companions in order to live, 
some thought they would be 
permanently marked. 
They were an international 
sensation. Parrado and Ca­ 
nessa did 247 interviews in a 
month-long tour of 25 U. S. 
cities. Nearly 3 million copies 
of “ Alive” have been sold in 
the United States alone, and 
it has been the top seller in 24 
countries. 
“ It hasn’t changed us,” 
says Parrado, who, if nothing 
else, is far less bashful as he 
scrambles motorcycles and 
races cars in local competi­ 
tion here. Friends note a new, 
easy confidence. 


“ I do the same job, I see 
the same friends, we drink in 
the same bars, and we play 
on the same team,” he said 
recently. “ We are all 100 per 
cent norm al in every 
aspect.” 
Five of the 16 survivors 
have m arried, several of 
them buying Montevideo 
apartments with proceeds 
from the book. All work or 
study around here except 
Pedro Algorta, who is in 
nearby Buenos Aires. All are 
in their 20s. 
The 16 have built homes for 
the families of three of the 
boys who died on the moun­ 
tain, and they paid for three 
schools in the provinces. 
“ Peo p le think we re 
m illionaires now,” laughs 
Parrado. “ After dividing it 17 
ways — the author got some, 
too — there’s not much left. I 
make more money at my job. 
We have no plan for dona­ 
tions, we just make them. 


“ What’s left for each one 
may be enough for a small 
apartment or a European trip 
or a car, but stuff like that ... 
no yachts.” 
United Artist is expected to 
begin film ing “ A live” in 
January. The film may put 
them back into the limelight 
and into the money, but few 
seem overly excited by the 
prospect. 


“ Yes, I suppose Robert 
Redford was interested in 
playing me,” Parrado al­ 
lowed, a trace of pride cross­ 
ing his Robert Redfordish 
features. “Still, that’s not my 
life.” 
He admits that much of the 
fame remains. Recently a 
California woman stopped by 
to say she got off her plane in 
Montevideo simply to see 
him. People still stop him for 
autographs. 


But the wild adulation and 
the morbid curiosity that first 
attended their rescue has 
died down. Uruguay issued 
two stamps to commemorate 
the survival, and book sales 
approached riot proportions 
at first. Now the survivors 
say about the only difference 
is that they can sail through 
Uruguayan bureaucracy 
because people insist on step­ 
ping aside in lines to help 
them. 
In February Parrado and 
his father went to the crash 
site, driving 50 miles from 
the nearest town to a small 
mountaineer’s refuge and 
then climbing by horseback 
for two days to cover the re­ 
maining 10 miles. 
“ AH I could think of was 
that it was a tremendously 
beautiful place. There was no 
other emotion. It was just a 
magnificent mountain scene.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
late FB I Director J. Edgar 
Hoover “ worked directly under 
me,” the former attorney gen­ 
eral said. “ I’m not sure he 
worked directly for me.” 
So spoke John N. Mitchell, 
once regarded as the most pow­ 
erful member of President 
Richard M. Nixon’s Cabinet 
but, by his own admission, 
unable to control the man 
whose name is synonymous 
with the FB I, which he headed 
from its creation in 1935 until 
his death in 1972. 
Mitchell’s observation last 
Friday before the Senate in­ 
telligence committee drew a 
laugh, as he intended. But, at 
the same time, it filled in a 
portrait of Hoover that has 
been emerging piece by piece 
during the committee’s hear­ 
ings on illegal activities of the 
FB I, CIA and other intelligence 
agencies. 
It is a portrait of a man who, 
at the peak of his power, was 
perhaps the most feared man 
in Washington, an absolute 
monarch subordinates dared 
not cross and presidents were 
reluctant to fire. 
Charles Brennan, an FBI 
agent for 26 years and a high- 
ranking official for many of 
those years, said Hoover “at no 


time really hesitated to tell 
anybody in town exactly what 
he felt, including the presi­ 
dent.” 
Brennan, who once had been 
placed on indefinite probation 
for disagreeing with Hoover 
over whether Daniel Ellsberg’s 
father-in-law should be ques­ 
tioned in connection with the 
Pentagon papers case, gave a 
rather unflattering portrait of 
his former boss. 
Testifying under oath, Bren­ 
nan said he believed that Hoo­ 
ver had ordered a halt to all 
F B I break-ins and mail-open- 
ings in 1966 not because they 
were illegal, but because their 
continuing existence might be 
used to remove him from of­ 
fice. 
As Brennan explained it, Hoo­ 
ver became 70 years old in 
1965, becoming subject to the 


government’s mandatory retire­ 
ment rules. Although he man­ 
aged to maneuver himself out 
of a forced retirement, Hoover 
had to fight an annual battle to 
keep his job, Brennan said. 
'Hierefore, Brennan contin­ 
ued, any operation that could 
provide his critics in Congress 
and elsewhere with ammunition 
if it were exposed had to be cut 
out. 
Without an embarrassing in­ 
cident, 
Brennan 
contended, 
Hoover could never be forced 
to retire. Presidents feared that 
firing him would cost them 
votes among people to whom 
the name J. Edgar Hoover 
meant law enforcement, ac­ 
cording to Brennan. 
Brennan also said there was 
the fear hat “ Mr. Hoover might 
have some information to em­ 
barrass them.”

The group had set off from 
Montevideo in a chartered 
Uruguayan Air Force twin 
turbo-prop Fairchild, which 
landed first in Mendoza 
Argentina, at the foothills of 
the Andes. There were 16 
players, 24 relatives and 
friends, and five crewmen. 
The plane crashed in bad 
weather, killing 28 people im­ 
mediately or soon afterward. 
As others died from injuries, 
exposure, avalanches and 
lack of food, the survivors 
agreed that they must eat 
flesh from the dead to stay 
alive. 
Said one survivor af­ 
terward: “ Just as Christ 
gave his body and blood for 
the salvation of humanity, 
some of our companions 
helped us to survive in the 
same way.”
